If  you  had  to  choose  between  a  makerspace  and 
an  outdoor  area  for  programs,  which  would  you  prefer? 
And  while  we're  at  it,  should  the  library  invest  now  in 
energy-efficient  systems  that  would  save  money  over  the 
long  haul?

Library  staff  and  volunteers  deliver 
materials  to  homebound  patrons  at 
area  senior  centers  year  round. 

Patrons  say  that  when  "the  library 
people"  bring  them  a  new  stack  of 
hand-picked  books,  movies,  music, 
or  magazines  "it's  like  Christmas." 

In  addition  to  popular  movies  on 
DVD  or  Blu-ray  and  a  variety  of 
music  on  CD,  the  library  offers 
extensive  collections  of  easy-to-use 
audiobooks  and  large  print  books. 

The  senior  and  homebound  delivery 
service  is  available  to  all  residents  of 
the  library  district  who  are  physically 
unable  to  get  to  the  library,  even  on 
a  temporary  basis.

Librarians  coordinate  bimonthly, 
year-round  literature  discussions 
with  kids  in  the  Hulse  Juvenile 
Detention  Center's  FACE-IT  program. 

The  students  discuss  selected  novels, 
poems,  and  short  stories  with 
their  teacher  and  two  Vernon  Area 
librarians.  Begun  with  grants  in  2006, 
the  program  has  reached  hundreds 
of  young  men  ages  14-17,  helping 
them  embrace  reading  as  a  pathway 
to  change. 

"You  have  single-handedly  motivated 
a  group  of  youngsters  to  read  and 
to  listen. ..and  I  cannot  tell  you  the 
impact  it  has  made.  All  the  boys 
want  to  do  is  to  talk  to  you  about 
books.  That's  some  magic,"  said  Jack 
Cantor,  retired  Hulse  Detention 
Center  teacher.
